have studied this photograph and observed a window on the 
floor which appears to have a gun barrel protruding from it. 
agd also a couple of windows away on the same floor there*' - _ 

appears to be the face of an -individual. Roy stated that if 
their observations are correct and two individuals were in the 
building at the time of the shooting, this would be significant 
when compared to the "Dillard" photograph. Roy could not 
further identify the “Dillard" photograph but stated a com- 
parison of the two would show movement. 

Roy desired this information be brought to the 
attention of the appropriate FBI officials so they cango-: 
back to the original negative and study the photograph in 
question.

in the photograph taken by SA James W. Powell, Army Intelli- • 
gence Corps, were fully identified.
